Some Connect Emma Goldman With the 
Conspiracy and the Murder of ^ 2 
the President Only the Be* 
ginning of the 
Plots. 


Buffalo, Sept. ft.—That thoro was a 
conspiracy in which many besides Gaol 
gone wero concerned and which had the 
I destruction of President McKinley as 
its purpose, is tho firm conviction of all 
tho members of the cabinet and of the 
Buffalo police. 
An agent of the United 
States secret service said that the theo­ 
ry is held that Emma Goldman, the an­ 
archist, was the prime mover in this 
plot, which may have contemplated a 
series of crimes, of which the murder 
of the president was only the beginning. 
Emma Goldman was in Buffalo last 
Monday. 
She was here under an as­ 
sumed name. 
W hat the object of her 
visit was has not been learned, but pre­ 
sumably it was in connection w ith the 
crime that followed four days later. 
The police all over the U nited States 
are now searching for Emma Goldman, 1 
who seems to have disappeared utterly. 
It can be stated on absolute authority 
that this woman teacher of anarchy 
will be expelled if excnse of law can be 
found for such an act. 
Moreover, she 
will not go alone. 
Holding to the the­ 
ory that the anarchists conspired against 
the constitution, authority and govern­ 
m ent of the United States and planned 
the assassination of President McKin­ 
ley, the members of the cabinet w ill 
urge that strenuous efforts be made to 
eradicate them'. 
Secretary Root is par­ 
ticularly earnest in urging this. 
Few believe th at Oxolgoso was alone 
in the crime, or th at be has been any­ 
thing more than a mere instrum ent u n ­ 
der the control of the real conspirators. 
That other and im portant arrest are 
contemplated in the near future, ii 
known to bo a faot. 
Oxolgosc has made no additional ad­ 
missions to the police officials and n oth­ 
ing they have learned has a dded toward 
a solution of the criminal side of the 
case. 
He etill insists that he alone oon • 
eeived, planned aud carried out the 
crime and that he alone m ust answer 
for it. 
He adm its he attended meetings at 
which Emma Goldman spoke and where 
he and his fellow anarchists discussed 
their propaganda of murder, bot steadi­ 
ly denies that any of them had a part 
in his plans. 
He says he did not d i­ 
vulge to them any ft-ature of his scheme 
to kill the president.

(’in iimatsnees 
nnd 
lisa Been 
Given Food—-lilt Cr! nj a Has 
Almost Ileen Beached. 


Buffalo, Sept. 
9.—President Melvin 
ley’s condition early this morning wa* 
so favorable it has dispelled almost th* 
last shade of doubt nnd apprehension 
and 1ms led (hone nearest to him tom ato 
the m olt confident predictions of recov­ 
ery. 
Official bulletins from physicians, 
as well as authoritative statem ents of 
those most intim ate in relation w it 
presidential household, givecertai 
the feeling that the worst phases < 
crisis is ahont over. 
Tho (I a. rn. bulletin in referral g to 
the president’s somewhat restless nigh! 
gave tem porary apprehension, but this 
was speedily dispelled by the results of 
the consultation held by tho doctor* 
from 8 to 9 o’clock officially announced 
at a later hour. 
This disclosed marked 
im provem ent in pulse and tem perature 
Aside from these pathological features 
tho doctors gave cheering information, 
free from all technicalities, th at the 
president’s condition 
was 
becoming 
more and more satisfactory and unto­ 
ward complications less likely. Beside* 
their official utterances, doctors gave 
expressions reinforcing their bouyaut 
ant aud confident tone. 
They mado known, too, that the pres­ 
ident’s mind was clear, his m ental fac­ 
ulties as vigorous as ever aud that he 
retained his cheerful and happy disposi­ 
tion. 
He was even ready to talk with 
the doctors, but they restrained him to 
a considerable extent. 
These positive 
assurances gave to members of the cab­ 
inet and relatives and nearest friends 
of the president a feeling of confidence 
little short of absolute certainty that 
the president is now well on the way to 
recovery. 
Every word th at came from the big 
vineclad house on 
Delaware avenue 
Sunday, in which the stricken chief 
m agistrate of the nation lies battling 
for life, was reassuring and the chances 
of his recovery are so greatly improved 
th at all of those who have kept pa­ 
tient vigil at his bedside feel strongly 
that his life will be spared. 
The developments of Saturday night 
aud Sunday were dreaded, but hour af­ 
ter hour passed and the distinguished 
patient, struggling there beneath the 
w atchful eyes of physicians and trained 
nurses showed not an unfavorable symp­ 
tom. 
Five times during the day the 
em inent doctors and surgeons assembled 
for consultation and each time tho v er­ 
dict was unanim ous that w hat change 
had occurred was for the better. 
Not 
the slightest premonitory sympton of 
peritonitis appeared. 
All fhe effects of tho ether which was 
adm inistered when the operation was 
performed on the exposition grounds, 
had disappeared Sunday m orning nnd 
the prerident’s mind was perfectly clear 
during the time he was awake. Sunday 
for tile first tim e he had natural sleep. 
W hile he was still more or less under 
the influence of the 
annsethetio his 
slumber was restless and disturbed and 
did him little good. 
Sunday between 9 
and 4 o’clock he had tho solace of n atu ­ 
ral slumber for ab int four hours and 
the physicians stated that his sleep had 
been quiet and reposeful and helped the 
sufferer a great deal. 
Sunday also for the first time, nour­ 
ishm ent was administered. 
It was in 
liquid form and was injected hypoder­ 
mically to avoid the possibility of irri­ 
tating the walls of the stomach. 
The 
exterior wound is progressing satisfac­ 
torily. 
All of the members of the cabinet are 
here now except Secretaries Hay and 
Long, but both are expected. 
The cab­ 
inet officers are holding no formal m eet­ 
ings, although there are some m atters 
of public business which they daily dis­ 
cuss informally aud the possible contin­ 
gencies should the 
president 
grow 
worse, are also thoroughly canvassed. 
They do not believe there is tho re- 
most possibility that Vice President 
Roosevelt will be called upon to exer­ 
cise functions of chief m agistrate under 
the disability olause of the constitution, 
while the president lives. 
Vice Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt would not hear of such 
a course. 
Still in the event of grave 
international complications an em er­ 
gency m ight occur that will 
force 
lotion. 
The messages of sympathy comino* 
to oome from all over the United Stat*, 
and all over the world aud in fact liar* 
f*»rlv overwhelmed Secretary Cortel 
-on. 
Two more wmse Douse meu0 g n r 
phers have been sent for and upon their 
arrival some of the more im portant 
messages will be made public. 
Alin os! 
every governm ent in the world hasbeen 
heard from. 
Mrs. McKinley continues to bear up 
bravely and her fortitude nuder th* 
circum stances is regarded as rem arkable 
One of her dearest and closest friends, 
Mrs. Rand, of W ashington has arrived 
here aud will rem ain w ith her. 


The members of the cabinet are doing 
everything in their power to prevent 
the sensational exploitation of Cadges*, 
because he unoubtedly craves notoriety, 
aud because 
his 
fellow 
anarchist* 
throughout, tho country love it. They do 
not desire to place any steno in the path 
of the authorities who are laboring to 
unravel the plot, if any existed, and all 
the machinery of the government, secret 
s e rv ic e w ill lie used to aid the state a u ­ 
thorities in the prosecution of their in 
vestigation.

Some Conned Emma Goldman With the 
Con*‘piracj' and the Murder of 
the President Only the Be­ 
ginning of the

Buffalo, Sept. 9.—That there was a 
conspiracy in which m an/ besides Czol 
gone were concerned and which had the 
destruction of President McKinley as 
its purpose, is the firm conviction of all 
the members of the cabinet and of the 
Buffalo police. 
An agent of the United 
States secret service said that the theo­ 
ry is held that Emma Goldman, the an­ 
archist, was the prime mover in this 
! plot, which may have contemplated a 
series of crimes, of which the murder 
of the president was only the beginning. 
Emma Goldman wa* in Buffalo last 
Monday. 
She was hero under an as­ 
sumed name. 
What the object of her 
visit was has not been learned, but pre­ 
sumably it was in connection with the 
crime that followed four days later. 
The police all over the United States 
are now searching for Emma Goldman, 1 
who seem* to have disappeared utterly. ] 
It cain be stated on absolute authority j 
that this woman teacher of anarchy 
will be expelled if excuse of law can be 
found for such an act. 
Moreover, she 
will cot go alone. 
Holding to the the­ 
ory that the anarchists conspired against 
the constitution, authority and govern­ 
ment of the United States and planned 
the assassination of President McKin­ 
ley, the members of the cabinet will 
urge that strenuous efforts be made to 
eradicate them: Secretary Root is par­ 
ticularly earnest in urging this. 
Few believe that Czolgoso was alone 
in the crime, or that he has been any­ 
thing more than a mere instrument un­ 
der the control of the real conspirators. 
That other and important arrest are 
contemplated in the near future, in 
known to be a fact. 
Uxolgosc has made no additional ad- 
missions to the police officials and noth­ 
ing they have learned has added toward 
a solution of the criminal side of the 
case. 
He (.till insists that he alone oon • 
ceived, planned and carried out the 
crime and that he alone must answer 
for it. 
He admits he attended meetings at 
which Emma Goldman spoke M d where 
he and his fellow anarchists discu seed 
their propaganda of murder, but steadi­ 
ly denies that any of them had a part 
in his plans.

ley’s condition oarly this m orning wit' 
so favorable it has dispelled almost tins 
last shade of doubt and apprehension 
and has led those nearest to him to make 
the m ost confident predictions of reoov 
ery. 
Official bulletins from physicians, 
as well as au th oritative statem ents of 
those moat intim ate in relation w it 
presidential household, givecertai: 
the feeling th at the worst phases o 
crisis is about over. 
The 6 a. rn. bulletin in referral g to 
the president’s somewhat restless nigh! 
gave tem porary apprehension, but this 
was speedily dispelled by the results of 
the consultation held by the doctors 
from 8 to 9 o’clock officially announced 
at a later hour. 
This disclosed marked 
im provem ent in pulse and tem perature. 
Aside from these pathological feature;! 
the doctors gave cheering information, 
free from all technicalities, that the 
president's condition 
was 
becoming 
more and more satisfactory and unto­ 
ward complications less likely. Besides 
their official utterances, doctors gave 
expressions reinforcing their bouyaut 
an t and confident tone. 
They made known, too, that the pres­ 
ident’s m ind was clear, his m ental fac­ 
ulties as vigorous as ever aud that he 
retained his cheerful and happy disposi­ 
tion. 
He was even ready to talk with 
the doctors, but they restrained him to 
a considerable extent. 
These positive 
assurances gave to members of the cab­ 
inet and relatives and nearest friends 
of the president a feeling of confidence 
little short of absolute certainty that 
the president is now well on the way to 
recovery. 
Every word that came from the big 
▼ineclad house on 
Delaware avenue 
Sunday, in which the stricken chief 
m agistrate of the nation lies battling 
for life, was reassuring and the chances 
of his recovery are so greatly improved 
that all of those who have kept pa­ 
tient vigil at his bedside feel strongly 
th at his life will be spared. 
The developments of Saturday night 
and Sunday were dreaded, but hour af­ 
ter hour passed and the distinguished 
patient, struggling there beneath the 
w atchful eyes of physicians and trained 
nurses showed not an unfavorable symp­ 
tom. 
Five times during the day the 
em inent doctors and surgeons assembled 
for consultation and each time the v e r­ 
dict was unanim ous th at w hat change 
had occurred was for the better. 
Not 
the slightest premonitory sympton of 
peritonitis appeared. 
All the effects of the ether which was 
adm inistered when the operation was 
performed on the exposition grounds, 
had disappeared Sunday morning and 
the prerident’s mind was perfectly clear 
during the time he was awake. Sunday 
for the first time he had natural sleep. 
W hile ho was still more or Ie*-* andor 
the influence of tho anasethetio his 
slumber was restless aud disturbed aud 
did him little good. 
Sunday between 9 
and 4 o’clook he had tho solace of natu ­ 
ral slumber for ah in t four hours and 
the physic ians stated that his sleep had 
beeu quiet and reposeful and helped the 
sufferer a great deal. 
Sunday also for the first time, nour­ 
ishm ent was administered. 
It was in 
liquid form aud was injected hypoder­ 
mically to avoid the possibility of irri­ 
tating the walls of the stomach. 
The 
exterior wound is progressing satisfac­ 
torily. 
All of the members of the cabinet are 
here now except Secretaries Hay and 
Long, but both are expected. 
The cab­ 
inet officers are holding no formal m eet­ 
ings, although there are some m atters 
of public business which they daily dis­ 
cuss informally aud the possible contin­ 
gencies should the 
president 
grow 
worse, are also thoroughly canvassed. 
They do not believe there is the re- 
most possibility that Vice President 
Roosevelt will be called upon to exer­ 
cise functions of chief m agistrate under 
the disability obtuse of the constitution, 
while the president lives.
